TRAINING  PRACTICE. 

This  is  a  new  Department,  just  established,  and  will  go  into  operation  in 
September,  1874.  It  is  under  the  charge  of  Prof.  Thomas  Metcalf,  who 
retires  from  the  chair  of  Mathematics  for  the  purpose  of  assuming  this  new 
duty.  He  will  devote  his  entire  time  to  directing  and  overseeing  the  pupil- 
teachers.  This  will  include  personal  observation,  and  subsequent  criticism, 
of  their  teaching.  Every  other  means  that  is  found  effective  will  be  used  to 
improve  the  teaching  of  these  pupils. 

MUSEUM  AND  TEACHING  OF  NATURAL  SCIENCE. 

The  large  and  splendid  Museum  of  Natural  History  is  now  well  pro- 
vided for.  The  contents  are  nearly  all  catalogued  in  a  manner  most  con- 
venient for  reference.  Prof.  S.  A.  Forbes,  the  Curator,  is  also  making  con- 
stant additions  to  the  specimens. 

Attention  is  respectfully  solicited  to  the  following  extract  from  a  circular 
recently  issued  by  Professor  Forbes : 

"The  recent  introduction  of  the  natural  sciences  into  our  common-school 
course  of  study  has  developed  a  general  demand  for  specimens  in  Natural 
History,  which  I  am  trying  to  supply.  It  is  designed  to  furnish,  in  time,  to 
every  school  in  the  State  which  will  use  and  properly  care  for  it,  a  small  col- 
lection so  selected  as  to  illustrate  in  the  best  possible  manner,  the  branches 
required  to  be  taught.  The  time  and  resources  at  my  command  are  quite 
insufficient  for  this ;  and,  as  it  is  a  work  undertaken  solely  for  the  benefit  of 
the  public  schools,  I  make  this  call  upon  their  officers  and  members  for  aid. 

"The  schools  will  encounter  great  difficulties  in  attempting  to  form  good 
cabinets  unaided,  each  for  itself.  Among  others  will  be  that  of  getting  speci- 
mens correctly  named,  and  that  of  securing  in  a  single  circumscribed  locality, 
a  sufficient  variety  to  fully  cover  the  whole  field  of  study.  It  will  be  an 
easy  matter,  however,  for  the  teachers  and  pupils  of  the  State  to  collect  and 
send  to  this  Museum,  in  one  or  two  seasons,  a  sufficient  number  and  variety 
of  specimens  liberally  to  supply  all  our  schools  ;  and  these  I  wiU  undertake 
to  name,  select,  arrange  and  re-distribute  in  such  a  manner  as  to  give  to  each 
school  participating  in  the  work,  the  benefit  of  a  judicious  selection  from  the 
whole  number  sent  by  all. 

"Good  specimens  in  all  branches  of  Natural  History  will  be  acceptable, 
and  directions  for  preparing  and  shipping  them  will  be  sent  upon  application," 
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This  Institution  is  intended  for  the  training  of  young  persons  of  both  sexes 
for  teachers  in  the  Schools  of  Illinois. 

Students  seeking  admission  to  the  University  should  make  application  to 
the  School  Superintendent  of  the  county  in  which  they  reside.  They  are  re- 
quired— 

(i.)  To  be,  if  males,  not  less  than  17,  and  if  females,  not  less  than  16, 
years  of  age. 

(2  )  To  produce  a  certificate  of  good  moral  character,  signed  by  some  re- 
sponsible person. 

9  (3.)     To   sign   a   declaration  of  their  intention  to  devote  themselves   to 
School  teaching  in  this  State,  in  form  as  follows  : 

UI  hereby  declare  my  intention  to  become  a  teacher  in  the  schools  of  this  State; 
and  agree  that,  for  three  years  after  leaving  the  University,  I  will  report  in  writing 
to  the  President  thereof,  in  June  and  December  of  each  year,  where  I  have  been, 
and  in  what  employment.1' 

(4.)  To  pass  a  satisfactory  examination,  before  the  proper  officer  (County 
School  Superintendent,)  in  Reading,  Spelling,  Writing,  Arithmetic,  Geogra- 
phy, and  the  Elements  of  English  Grammar. 

Extract  from  the  Normal  University  Act. 

Sec.  7.  Bach  County  within  the  State  shall  be  entitled  to  gratuitous  instruction 
for  one  pupil  in  said  Normal  University,  and  each  Representative  District  shall  be 
entitled  to  gratuitous  instruction  for  a  number  of  pupils  equal  to  the  number  of  rep- 
resentatives in  said  district,  to  be  chosen  in  the  following  manner:  The  School 
Superintendent  in  such  county  shall  receive  and  register  the  names  of  all  appli- 
cants for  admission  to  said  Normal  University,  and  shall  present  the  same  to  the 
County  Court,  or,  in  counties  acting  unde,r  township  organizations,  to  the  Board  of 
Supervisors;  which  said  County  Court  or  Board  of  Supervisors,  as  the  case  may  be, 
shall,  together  with  the  School  Superintendent,  examine  the  applicants  so  present, 
ed,  in  such  manner  as  the  Board  of  Education  may  direct,  and  from  the  number  of 
siich  as  shall  be  found  to  possess  the  requisite  qualifications,  such  pupils  shall  be 
selected  by  lot;  and  in  representative  districts  composed  of  more  than  one  county, 
the  School  Superintendent  and  County  Jndge,  or  the  School  Superintendent  and 
Chairman  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors  in  counties  acting  under  township  organiza- 
tion, as  the  case  may  be,  of  the  several  comities  composing  such  representative 
district,  shall  meet  at  the  Clerk's  office  of  the  County  Court  of  the  oldest  county, 
and  from  the  applicants  so  presented  to  the  County  Court  or  Board  of  Supervisors 
of  the  several  counties  represented,  and  found  to  possess  the  requisite  qualifications, 
shall  select  by  lot  the  number  of  pupils  to  which  said  district  is  entitled.  The 
Board  of  Education  shall  have  discretionary  power,  if  any  candidate  does  not  sign 
and  file  with  the  Secretary  of  the  Board  a  declaration  that  he  or  she  will  teach  in 
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the  public  schools  within  this  State,  in  case  that  engagement  can  be  secured  by 
reasonable  efforts,  to  require  such  candidate  to  provide  for  the  payment  of  such 
fees  for  tuition  as  the  Board  may  prescribe. 

[AMENDED,  FEBRUARY,  1861.] 
Sec.  4.    Each  County  in  this  State  shall,  hereafter,  be  entitled  to  gratuitous  in- 
struction for  two  pupils  in  said  University,  to  be  selected  as  provided  in  Section 
Seven  of  the  Act  to  which  this  is  an  amendment. 

If  any  County  or  Representative  District  neglects  to  make  appointments, 
the  President  of  the  University  is,  by  a  resolution  adopted  by  the  Board  of 
Education,  authorized  to  fill  the  vacancy  by  appointing  any  person  of  proper 
age  and  qualification.  Every  such  person  must  pass,  before  the  President,  an 
examination  similar  to  that  required  before  the  County  Superintendent  in 
other  cases. 

Suggested  Form  of  Certificate.

In  case  the  School  Superintendent  is  notable  to  make  the  above  certificate 
himself,  something  like  the  following  endorsement  should  be  appended  by 
the  School  Superintendent: 

I  am  well  acquainted  Avith ,  who  signs  the  above  certificate, 

and  believe  him  to  be  an  entirely  reliable  man;  and,  so  far  as  I  know  and  believe, 
the  above  named  applicant  is  a  person  of  good  moral  character. 
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The  Model  Department  was  established  in  order  that  there  might  be 
a  school  exhibiting  the  best  methods  of  teaching,  discipline,  and  classification, 
which  the  Normal  Students  should  visit,  and  in  which  they  should  take  part 
as^nstructors.  Every  effort  will  be  put  forth  to  make  this,  as  far  as  may  be,  a 
perfect  school,  conducted  upon  the  best  methods,  and  showing  the  most 
wholesome  results. 

It  is  intended  that  the  course  of  study  in  its  several  Grades  shall  embrace 
all  that  belongs  to  a  thorough  education,  trom  the  elements  up  to  a  prepara. 
tion  either  for  College  or  Business.  For  the  lower  classes,  a  system  of  Ob- 
ject Lessons  has  been  prepared  with  the  greatest  care.  The  design  of  this 
is  to  awaken  the  perceptive  faculties,  and  to  form  a  habit  of  accurate  obser- 
vation. Children  thus  trained  not  only  make  more  thorough  scholars,  but 
also  more  practical  men  and  women. 

This  Department  is  divided  into  three  Grades — the  High,  Grammar,  and 
Intermediate  and  Primary  Schools.  Each  of  these  is  under  the  direct  charge 
of  an  accomplished  and  efficient  Principal,  who  is  assisted  in  part  by  perma- 
nent teachers,  and  in  part  by  the  pupil-teachers  from  the  Normal  School. 
The  work  of  the  latter  is  subjected  to  the  most  rigorous  supervision,  and  sug- 
gestions are  constantly  made  for  their  guidance  and  improvement. 

The  Classical  Course  is  very  thorough,  and  is  much  more  extended  than 
that  of  some  Colleges.  Our  young  men  enter  Harvard  and  Yale  without 
conditions. 

The  accompanying  plans  of  study  will  give  a  general  idea  of  the  subjects 
to  be  pursued  in  the  several  Grades,  and  the  time  allotted  to  each.  It  will  be 
observed  that  two  distinct  courses  are  arranged  for  the  High  School :  one  to 
prepare  students  for  College,  and  the  other  for  General  Business.  The  two, 
however,  are  made  to  blend  whenever  practicable. 

The  only  requisites  for  admission  are  a  good  character,  and  a  tuition  fee 
of  thirty  dollars  per  year  in  the  High  School,  twenty-five  in  the  Grammar 
School,  and  twelve  in  the  Intermediate  and  Primary  School.  Pupils,  on  be- 
ing examined,  are  classed  according  to  their  attainments. 

Boys  and  girls  from  abroad  may  be  confidently  intrusted  to  the  care  of  the 
Principals,  and  besides  the  monthly  report  of  scholarship  and  deportment  at 
school,  which  is  to  be  sent  to  all  parents,  will  be  included,  if  desired,  a 
careful  statement  of  each  pupil's  general  deportment,  and  of  the  manner  of 
spending  leisure  hours.

In  short,  this  should  be  made  an  exercise  in  thinking   and    accurate  writing. 

Attention  is  given  to  Morals  and  Manners,  as  occasion  may  suggest  or  ne- 
cessity require. 

Daily  exercise  in  Singing — both  by  reading  and  by  rote,  aud  in  Gymnas- 
tics. 
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Thorough  Discipline  will  be  enforced  in  every  department  of  the  Uni- 
versity. 

Experience  has  shown  it  to  be  very  necessary  that  a  perfect  understanding 
should  exist  between  the  President  and  those  with  whom  the  students  board, 
in  respect  to  the  habits  and  conduct  of  students  in  their  rooms.  This  will, 
accordingly,  be  carefully  attended  to. 


Board  can  be  obtained  in  good  families  for  about  $4.00  a  week,  exclusive 
of  fuel,  lights  and  washing;  when  these  are  furnished,  except  washing,  the 
charge  is  a  little  more. 

The  expense  of  board  is  reduced  about  one-half  by  boarding  in  clubs,  and 
by  self-boarding.       Rooms  can  be  secured,  at   reasonable  rent  in  the  village.

The  University  Library  is  excellent  in  character,  and  contains  1000 
volumes  of  valuable  standard  books.  Additions  are  made  to  it  from  time 
to  time. 


The  Diploma  of  the  University  is  conferred  upon  all  those  who  creditably 
complete  its  full  course  of  study  and  practice. 
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A  Certificate  is  granted  for  the  successful   completion    of  one   year's 
work  ;  and  another  for  that  of  two  years. 


There  are  two  Literary  Societies,  the   Philadelphian  and  Wrightonian, 
each  of  which  has  a  well- selected  library. 


The  Museum  and  Library  formerly  belonging  to  the  Illinois  Natural 
History  Society  are  in  the  University  building,  and  to  these  the  students  of 
the  University  will  have  access,  under  suitable  restrictions. 


An  Additional  Course  has  been  arranged  to  meet  the  demands 
of  "The  New  School  Law  "  All  the  students  have  an  opportunity 
to  take  this  course.

STATE  TEACHERS'  INSTITUTE. 


History,  Transactions,  Constitution,  and  Resolutions. 


During  the  earlier  part  of  the  year  1863.  it  was  suggested  to  Pres.  Ed- 
wards, of  the  State  Normal  University,  that  it  would  be  an  excellent 
thing  for  the  Teachers  and  for  the  cause  of  Education  in  the  State,  to 
hold  a  Teachers'  Institute  at  the  University,  beginning  in  September, 
and  continuing  as  long  as  should  be  thought  expedient.  In  accordance 
with  this  suggestion,  a  circular  was  issued,  inviting  all  who  could,  to 
meet,  September  14th,  for  the  purpose  chiefly  of  "thorough  drill  in  the 
Philosophy  and  Methods  of  Teaching  the  common  branches  of  study." 
About  fifteen  teachers  assembled  under  this  call,  and  an  Institute  of 
nearly  four  weeks  was  held. 

At  the  Tenth  Annual  Meeting  of  the  Illinois  State  Teachers'  Asso- 
ciation, resolutions  were  passed  in  favor  of  an  Institute  at  the  Nor- 
mal University  during  the  month  of  August,  and  Pres.  Edwards  is- 
sued, May  1st,  a  circular,  stating  that  such  an  Institute  would  be  held, 
provided  seventy-five  Teachers  would  pledge  themselves  to  attend. 
More  than  the  requisite  number  of  names  having  been  obtained,  the 
Institute  was  advertised  to  meet  August  1st,  1861. 

The  first  morning  was  very  rainy,  and  only  six  ladies  and  seven 
gentlemen  were  present  at  the  outset ;  the  number  was  swelled  to 
78  the  next  day,  and  before  the  close  to  127.  The  average  attendance 
was  78. 

The  Institute  was  organized  by  the  appointment  of  a  Committee  of 
Arrangements— Mr.  Edwards,  Mr.  Blanchard,  Mr.  Shastid,  Miss  Ed- 
dowes,  and  Miss  Carletosi ;  and  of  a  Secretary— Mr.  Pillsbury. 

The  exercises  of  the  Institute  were  conducted  for  the  most  part  by 
those  members  of  the  Normal  University  Faculty  who  were  present:  by 
Mr.  Edwards  in  Reading,  and  the  Theory  and  Art  of  Education ;  by 
Mr.  Hewett  in  Mental  Arithmetic  and  Geography  ;  by  Mr.  Metcalf  in 
Vocal  Analysis  and  Written  Arithmetic  ;  by  Mr.  Pillsbury  in  Free 
Gymnastics  and  the  Derivation  of  Words.  Mrs.  McGonegal  of  Daven- 
port, Iowa,  by  invitation  of  the  Institute,  illustrated  with  a  class  of 
little  children,  the  methods  of  "Intuitive  Instruction,"  practised  at 
Oswego,  N.  Y.  Mr.  Wilber  of  the  Nat.  Hist.  Society,  gave  a  course 
of  lectures  on  the  Geology  of  Illinois.  During  the  last  week, 
Mr.  H.  R.  Palmer,  of  the  North- Western  Academy  of  Music,  was  pres- 
ent, and  gave  instructions  in  music. 

Two  "Sociables"  were  held.  Four  lectures  were  delivered  :  by  Hon. 
J.  P.  Brooks,  on  the  Family  and  the  School;  by  Prof.  Hewett  on  Pride 
a  Hindrance  to  Scholarship ;  by  Prof.  Metcalf  on  Enthusiasm ;  by 
Pres.  Edwards  on  The  Effect  of  Teaching  on  Teachers. 

The  following  Constitution  was  adopted,  and  under  it  the  officers 
before  mentioned  wei'e  elected. 


CONSTITUTION. 


Article  1.  This  association  shall  be  known  as  The  Illinois 
Teachers'  Istittjte. 

Art.  2.  The  object  of  the  Institute  shall  be  the  improvement  of  its 
members  in  the  Science  and  Art  of  Teaching. 

Art.  3.  All  School  Officers,  Teachers,  and  those  proposing  to  teach, 
who  are  in  good  standing,  shall  be  entitled  to  membership. 

Art.  4.  The  officers  shall  consist  of  a  President,  one  Vice  President 
for  each  congressional  district  in  the  State,  a  Secretary,  and  a  Treasur- 
er, who  shall  hold  their  offices  for  one  year,  or  until  their  successors 
shall  be  elected ;  and  these  officers,  together  with  the  State  Supt.  of 
Public  Instruction,  shall  constitute  an  Executive  Committee. 

Art.  5.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  President  to  preside  over  the 
meetings  of  the  Institute,  and  to  call  meetings  of  the  same  at  the  re- 
quest of  the  Executive  Committee . 

Art.  6.  In  the  absence  of  the  President,  it  shall  be  duty  of  the  sen- 
ior Vice  President  in  attendance,  to  preside. 

Art.  7.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Secretary  to  keep  a  record  of  the 
proceedings  of  the  Institute. 

Art.  8.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Treasurer  to  receive  and  dis- 
burse all  funds,  under  the  direction  of  the  Executive  Committee. 

Art.  9.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Executive  Committee  to  deter- 
mine the  time  of  holding  the  sessions  of  the  Institute,  and  to  make  all 
necessary  arrangements  for  conducting  them. 

Art.  10.  The  sessions  of  the  Institute  shall  be  held  at  the  Normal 
University. 

Art.  11.  This  Constitution  may  be  altered  or  amended  at  any  reg- 
ular session,  by  a  majority  vote. 

RESOLUTIONS. 

Resolved,  That,  recognizing  the  established  truth  that  in  union  there 
is  strength,  we  earnestly  urge  upon  live  Teachers  the  propriety  of  at- 
tending the  sessions  of  this  Institute,  as  a  sure  means  of  elevating  the 
standard  of  education  in  our  State. 

Resolved,  That  our  view  of  the  great  interests  with  which  we,  as 
Teachers,  are  connected,  and  of  the  responsibilities  of  our  positions, 
have  been  enlarged  by  the  interchange  of  thought  and  feeling;  and 
that  on  going  from  this  Institute  we  feel  stronger  for  our  work. 

Resolved,  That  our  sincere  thanks  are  due,  and  are  hereby  tendered, 
to  Pres.  Edwards,  Professors  Hewett,  Metcalf,  and  Pillsbury,  of  the 
Normal  University ;  Prof.  Wilber  of  the  Nat.  Hist.  Society,  and  Mr. 
H.  R.  Palmer,  Associate  Principal  of  the  North- Western  Musical 
Academy,  for  their  earnest,  efficient,  and  gratuitous  labors  to  benefit 
the  members  of  this  Institute. 

Resolved,  That  we  deeply  deplore  the  present  condition  of  affairs  in 
our  country ;  that  we  are  sincerely  grateful  to  our  brave  brothers  im- 
perilling their  lives  in  defence  of  the  liberties  we  enjoy;  and  that 
while  we  battle  against  ignorance,  we  will  not  forget  to  instill  the  sen- 
timent of  patriotism  into  the  hearts  of  our  pupils,  as  well  as  love  for 
those  noble  defenders. 

Resolved,  That  Intuitive  Instruction  should  receive  the  attention  of 
every  earnest,  careful  teacher ;  arid  that  as  a  philosophical  method  of 
communicating  knowledge,  we  would  recommend  it,  because  the 
faculties  of  the  pupil  are  developed  in  their  natural  order,  and  he  is  led 
on  from  the  known  to  the  unknown,  from  the  concrete  to  the  abstract ; 
steadily  advancing  from  the  simple  to  the  more  difficult,  making 
progress  slowly  but  thoroughly. 

Resolved,  That  no  person  using  intoxicating  drinks,  profane  lan- 
guage, or  tobacco,  is  worthy  to  receive  a  certificate  to  teach  in  our  public 
schools.

During  the  earlier  part  of  the  year  1863,  it  was  suggested  to  Pres. 
Edwards,  of  the  State  Normal  University,  that  it  would  be  an  excel- 
lent thing  for  the  Teachers,  and  for  the  cause  of  Education  in  the  State, 
to  hold  a  Teachers'  Institute  at  the  University,  beginning  in  Septem- 
ber, and  continuing  as  long  as  should  be  thought  expedient.  In  ac- 
cordance with  this  suggestion,  a  circular  was  issued,  inviting  all  who 
could  to  meet,  September  14th,  for  the  purpose  chiefly  of  "thorough 
drill  in  the  Philosophy  and  Methods  of  Teaching  the  common  branches 
of  study."  About  fifteen  teachers  assembled  under  this  call,  and  an 
Institute  of  nearly  four  weeks  was  held. 

At  the  Tenth  Annual  Meeting  of  the  Illinois  State  Teachers'  Asso- 
ciation, resolutions  were  passed  in  favor  of  an  Institute  at  the  Normal 
University  during  the  month  of  August,  and  Pres.  Edwards  issued, 
May  1st,  a  circular,  stating  that  such  an  Institute  would  be  held,  pro- 
vided seventy-five  teachers  would  pledge  themselves  to  attend.  More 
than  the  requisite  number  of  names  having  been  obtained,  the  Insti- 
tute was  advertised  to  meet  August  1st,  1864. 

One  hundred  and  twenty-seven  teachers  became  members. 

The  following  Constitution  was  adopted,  and  under  it  a  permanent 
organization  was  effected. 

The  next  session  of  the  Institute  was  held  for  four  weeks,  begin- 
ning Aug.  5,  1867:  there  were  two  hundred  and  fifty -five  members. 


CONSTITUTION, 


Article  1.  This  association  shall  be  known  as  The  Illinois  Teachers' 
Institute. 

Art.  2.  The  object  of  the  Institute  shall  be  the  improvement  of  its 
members  in  the  Science  and  Art  of  Teaching. 

Art.  3.  All  School  Officers,  Teachers,  and  those  proposing  to  teach, 
who  are  in  good  standing,  shall  be  entitled  to  membership 
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Art.  4.  The  officers  shall  consist  of  a  President,  one  Vice-President 
for  each  Congressional  District  in  the  State,  a  Secretary,  and  a  Treasur- 
er, who  shall  hold  their  offices  for  one  year,  or  until  their  successors 
shall  be  elected;  and  these  officers,  together  with  the  State  Superin- 
tendent of  Public  Instruction,  shall  constitute  an  Executive  Com- 
mittee. 

Art.  5.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  President  to  preside  over  the 
meetings  of  the  Institute,  and  to  call  meetings  of  the  same  at  the  re- 
quest of  the  Executive  Committee. 

Art.  6.  In  the  absence  of  the  President,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the 
senior  Vice-President  in  attendance  to  preside. 

Art.  7.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Secretary  to  keep  a  record  of  the 
proceedings  of  the  Institute. 

Art.  8.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Treasurer  to  receive  and  disburse 
all  funds,  under  the  direction  of  the  Executive  Committee. 

Art.  9.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Executive  Committee  to  deter- 
mine the  time  of  holding  the  sessions  of  the  Institute,  and  to  make  all 
necessary  arrangements  for  conducting  them. 

Art.  10.  The  sessions  of  the  Institute  shall  be  held  at  the  Normal 
University. 

Art.  11.  This  Constitution  may  be  altered  or  amended  at  any  reg- 
ular session,  by  a  majority  vote.

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Some  time  in  May  notice  was  published  that  a  session  of  the  Insti- 
tute would  be  held  for  three  weeks  from  Aug.  3;  but  it  was  found  that 
many  members  of  the  Normal-University  Faculty  would  be  absent  of 
necessity,  and  the  notice  was  contradicted.  About  the  last  of  June  it 
was  decided  to  hold  a  session  for  two  weeks  beginning  Aug.  3,  and  no- 
tice to  that  effect  was  accordingly  given. 

On  the  morning  of  the  3d  the  Institute  met,  and  was  called  to  order 
by  Pres.  Edwards.  Messrs.  Higby,  Hewett,  aud  Shastid,  and  Misses 
E.  F.  Adams  and  E.  T.  Kobinson  were  appointed  a  Committee  of  Ar- 
rangements. 

The  exercises  of  the  Institute  were  conducted  for  the  most  part  by 
members  of  the  Normal-University  Faculty:  by  Pres.  Edwards  in 
Eeading,  and  in  the  Theory  and  Art  of  Teaching;  by  Prof.  Hewett  in 
Arithmetic  and  Geography;  by  Prof.  Stetson  in  Practical  Grammar 
and  Orthography;  by  Prof.  Pillsbury  in  Phonics  and  Gymnastics;  by 
Mr.  Carter  in  Theoretical  Grammar;  by  Miss  E.  T.  Johnson  in  Pri- 
mary Teaching,  with  a  class  of  children.  Prof.  Reynolds,  of  Bryant  & 
Stratton's  Commercial  College,  Chicago,  gave  lessons  in  Penmanship; 
Mr.  J.  H.  Blodgett,  of  Rockford,  in  Natural  Science;  Mrs.  M.  H. 
Smith,  of  Oswego,  N.  Y.,  in  Primary  Geography. 

Two  sessions  were  held  each  day,  Saturday  excepted:  the  Roll  was 
called  at  the  beginning  of  each  session:  the  morning  session  was 
opened  with  Devotional  Exercises.  Each  day's  proceedings  were  criti- 
cised by  members  of  the  Institute  previously  appointed. 

One  afternoon  and  evening  were  given  to  consideration  of  teaching 
in  Sabbath  Schools.  One  evening  was  taken  for  social  intercourse; 
and  one  for  the  discussion  of  "  Moral  Training  in  the  Schools, " 
Messrs.  Anderson  and  Andrews,  and  Misses  Hunter  and  Reed  leading 
the  discussion. 

Pres.  Edwards  delivered  a  lecture  on  Lights  and  Shadoivs  in  the  Teach- 
er s  Experience;  Dr.  Bateman,  Superintendent  of  Public  Instruction,  on 
Memory;  Dr.  Gregory,  President  of  Illinois  Industrial  University,  on 
The  Science  of  the  Grades. 

On  Tuesday  and  Wednesday  of  the  last  week  of  the  Institute  an 
examination  for  State  Teachers'  Certificates  was  held.  dl 


Messrs.  Wilkinson  and  Blodgett,  and  Misses  Scripps,  E.  Leeper  and 
Brier  were  appointed  a  Committee  on  Resolutions.  The  following  re- 
port, presented  by  them,  was  adopted. 

1.  Resolved,  That  we  are  greatly  strengthened  and  encouraged  hy  our  mu- 
tual intercourse  during  the  past  two  weeks;  that  we  feel  our  professional  en- 
thusiasm renewed;  and  that  we  shall  return  to  our  respective  fields  of  labor 
filled  with  an  ardent  desire  to  do  good. 

2.  Resolved,  That  we  recognize  in  the  State  Teachers'  Institute  a  powerful 
agent  for  good,  awakening,  as  it  does,  enthusiasm,  enabling  us  to  gain  a  clearer 
and  higher  view  of  our  noble  profession,  uniting  us  in  our  efforts  to  overcome 
ignorance  and  vice,  and  making  us  feel  the  constant  need  of  self-improvement, 
increased  watchfulness,  and  untiring  devotion  to  our  work. 

3.  Resolved,  That  in  our  State  University  we  recognize  a  grand  educational 
centre,  from  which  radiates  a  healthy  Christian  culture;  that  it  is  fulfilling 
its  great  mission  in  affording  thorough  drill,  mental  discipline,  and  the  best 
methods  of  instruction. 

4.  Resolved,  That  the  moral  training  of  the  pupil  ought  to  engage  the  earn- 
est attention  of  every  teacher;  and  that  the  teacher's  life  and  character  should 
in  all  cases  be  an  exponent  of  his  best  instructions. 

5.  Resolved,  That  our  thanks  are  due  and  are  hereby  gratefully  tendered  to 
the  noble  men  who  have  laid  out  and  led  the  work  of  the  present  session  :  To 
Prest.  Edwards  for  the  courteous  manner  with  which  he  has  presided,  for  the 
thorough  and  practical  drill  in  Reading,  and  for  his  instructive  lectures  on  the 
Theory  and  Art  of  Teaching;  to  Prof.  E.  C.  Hewett  for  his  valuable  lessons 
in  Arithmetic  and  Geography ;  to  Prof.  Stetson  for  his  instruction  in  Spelling 
and  English  Composition.  To  Prof.  Pillsbury  for  the  interesting  manner  in 
which  he  has  presented  the  subjects  of  Phonics  and  Gymnastics,  and  for  his 
faithful  performance  of  the  duties  of  Secretary;  to  Mrs.  Smith,  of  Oswego 
Normal  and  Training  School,  N.  Y.,  for  her  interesting  lectures  upon  the  sub- 
ject of  Primary  Geography;  to  Mr.  J.  H.  Blodgett  for  his  instruction  in  Nat- 
ural History;  to  Mr.  J.  Carter  for  lessons  in  English  Grammar;  to  Mr. 
Reynolds,  of  Chicago,  for  his  hints  on  Penmanship ;  and  to  Miss  Johnson  for 
the  excellent  training  exhibited  in  her  model  classes. 

We  shall  carry  to  our  homes  a  grateful  sense  of  our  obligations  to  the  whole 
Faculty  for  their  sacrifices  and  efforts  in  our  behalf;  and,  knowing  that  these 
feebly-expressed  thanks  are  no  recompense,  we  bid  them  look  to  the  future  of 
our  great  state,  and  in  the  growth  of 'earnest  feeling  and  the  progress  of  true 
work  among  her  teachers  read  their  rich  reward. 

6.  Resolved,  That  we  extend  our  grateful  thanks  to  Dr.  Edwards,  Dr.  Bate- 
man,  and  Dr.  Gregory,  for  their  very  able,  curious  and  instructive  lectures. 

7.  Resolved,  That  we  tender  our  thanks  to  the  State  Board  of  Education  for 
the  free  use  of  the  University  Building  during  the  session  of  the  Institute. 

8.  Resolved,  That  we  commend  the  liberality  of  the  Chicago,  Alton  and  St. 
Louis  and  the  Illinois  Central  Railroads  for  granting  reduced  fare  to  members 
of  the  Institute. 

9.  Resolved,  That  our  thanks  are  due  the  Press  throughout  the  state  for 
-U    gratuitous  advertising  and  for  favorable  notices  of  our  proceedings.  JJ 
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10.  Resolved,  That  the  Township  rather  than  the  District  should  be  the  unit 
for  school  business. 

11.  Resolved,  That,  as  permanence  and  certainty  are  essential  elements  of 
success  in  any  labor,  we  recommend  such  change  in  the  school-law  as  shall 
authorize  districts,  through  their  directors,  to  complete  all  necessary  arrange- 
ments for  employment  of  teachers  and  terms  of  school  without  waiting  for  the 
annual  vacation  of  the  larger  schools  to  be  half  past  before  any  certainty  can 
be  assured  for  the  year  to  come. 

A  "Teacher'  Mutual  Aid  Association"  was  organized  by  certain 
members  of  the  Institute.  The  object  of  the  society  is  to  promote 
communication  between  teachers  wishing  situations  and  directors 
wanting  teachers.  The  officers  are,  Pres.,  I.  Wilkinson,  Jacksonville; 
Sec'y,  Joseph  Carter,  Normal. 

The  Institute  adjourned,  after  singing  "Old  Hundred,"  Friday  after- 
noon, Aug  14.

Fifty-five  Counties  and  seven  States,  besides  Illinois,  were  represented. 
From  McLean  county  came  110  members;  Tazewell,  9;  Morgan  8;  Iro- 
quois and  Logan,  each  7  ;  Champaign,  Cook,  Kankakee  and  Vermillion, 
each  6;  Christian,  Ford,  Macon,  McHenry  and  Sangamon,  each  5;  Ful- 
ton, Kendall,  LaSalle,  Richland  and  the  State  of  Wisconsin,  each  4 ; 
Adams,  Bureau,  Cass,  DeKalb,  DeWitt,  Kane,  Knox,  Lee,  Livingston, 
Ogle,  Piatt  and  Winnebago,  and  the  State  of  Iowa,  each  3  ;  Lake,  Ma- 
coupin, Mason,  Peoria,  Pike,  Putnam,  Rock  Island,  Stephenson,  White- 
side, Woodford,  and  the  States  of  Indiana  and  Massachusetts,  each  2  ; 
Alexander,  Brown,  Clay,  Douglas,  DuPage,  Greene,  Hancock,  Henry, 
Jersey,  Marion,  Marshall,  McDonough,  Montgomery,  Shelby,  Willard, 
the  States  of  Missouri,  Ohio  and  Pennsylvania,  each  1, 
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During  the  earlier  part  of  the  year  1863,  it  was  suggested  to  Presi- 
dent Edwards,  of  the  State  Normal  University,  that  it  would  be  an  ex- 
cellent thing  for  the  Teachers,  and  for  the  cause  of  Education  in  the 
State,  to  hold  a  Teachers'  Institute  at  the  University,  beginning  in  Sep- 
tember, and  continuing  as  long  as  should  be  thought  expedient.  In  ac- 
cordance with  this  suggestion,  a  circular  was  issued,  inviting  all  who 
could,  to  meet  September  14th,  for  the  purpose  chiefly  ©f  "thorough  drill 
in  the  Philosophy  and  Methods  of  Teaching  the  common  branches  of 
study."  About,  fifteen  teachers  assembled  under  this  call,  and  an  Insti- 
tute of  nearly  four  weeks  was  held. 

At  the  Tenth  Annual  Meeting  of  the  Illinois  State  Teachers'  Associa- 
tion, resolutions  were  passed  in  favor  of  an  Institute  at  the  Normal  Uni- 
versity during  the  month  of  August,  and  President  Edwards  issued, 
May  1st,  a  circular,  stating  that  such  an  Institute  would  be  held,  pro- 
vided seventy-five  teachers  would  pledge  themselves  to  attend.  More 
than  the  requisite  number  of  names  having  been  obtained,  the  Institute 
was  advertised  to  meet  August  1st,  1864. 

One  hundred  and  twenty-seven  teachers  became  members. 

The  following  Constitution  was  adopted,  and  under  it  a  permanent  or- 
ganization was  effected. 

The  next  session  of  the  Institute  was  held  for  four  weeks,  beginning 
Aug.  5,  1867:   there  were  two  hundred  and  fifty-five  members. 

The  Institute  met  for  two  weeks  in  Aug.  of  1868.  There  were  two 
hundred  and  forty-eight  members. 


CONSTITUTION. 

Article  1.  This  Association  shall  be  known  as  The  Illinois  Teach- 
ers' Institute. 

Art.  2.  The  object  of  the  Institute  shall  be  the  improvement  of  its 
members  in  the  Science  and  Art  of  Teaching. 

Art.  3.  All  School  Officers,  Teachers,  and  those  proposing  to  teach, 
who  are  in  good  standing,  shall  be  entitled  to  membership. 

Art.  4.  The  officers  shall  consist  of  a  President,  one  Vice-President 
for  each  Congressional  District  in  the  State,  a  Secretary,  an  Assistant 
Secretary,  and  a  Treasurer,  who  shall  hold  their  offices  for  one  year, 
or  until  their  snecessors  shall  be  elected ;  and  these  officers,  together 
with  the  State  Superintendent  of  Public  Instruction,  shall  constitute  an 
Executive  Committee. 
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Art.  5.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  President  to  preside  over  the  meet- 
ings of  the  Institute,  and  to  call  meetings  of  the  same  at  the  request  of 
the  Executive  Committee. 

Art.  6.  In  the  absence  of  the  President,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the 
senior  Vice-President  in  attendance  to  preside. 

Art.  7.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Secretary  to  keep  a  record  of  the 

proceedings  of  the  Institute. 

Art.  8.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Treasurer  to  receive  and  disburse 
all  funds,  under  the  direction  of  the  Executive  Committee. 

Art.  9.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Executive  Committee  to  determine 
the  time  of  holding  the  sessions  of  the  Institute,  and  to  make  all  neces- 
sary arrangements  for  conducting  them. 

Art.  10.  The  sessions  of  the  Institute  shall  be  held  at  the  Normal 
University. 

Art.  11.  This  Constitution  may  be  altered  or  amended  at  any  regular 
session,  by  a  majority  vote.

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It  was  voted  at  the  close  of  the  session  of  the  Illinois  State  Teachers' 
Institute  for  1868,  that  the  next  session  should  begin  Aug.  9,  1869,  and 
continue  for  two  weeks. 

In  accordance  with  this  vote  a  circular  was  issued,  and  advertisements 
of  the  Institute  inserted  in  various  papers  by  the  President.  Mr.  Ed- 
wards. 

At  10  o'clock,  A.  M.,  on  the  9th,  the  Institute  was  called  to  order  by 
the  President,  and  after  devotional  services  a  Committee  of  Arrange- 
ments was  voted,  composed  of  the  following  gentlemen  and  ladies: 
Messrs.  Shastid,  Hewett  and  B.  W.  Baker,  and  Misses  Graves  and  A.  Young. 
Mr.  Shastid  did  not  stay  during  the  whole  term  of  the  Institute,  and  his 
place  was  filled  by  Mr.  P.  11.  Walker. 

The  exercises  were  for  the  most  part,  conducted  by  members  of  the 
Normal  School  Faculty.  Some  valuable  assistance  was  given  by  teachers 
from  abrond.  The  names  of  instructors  and  the  subjects  presented  by 
them,  are  noted  in  the  resolutions  which  follow. 

Two  sessions  were  held  each  day,  Snturday  excepted ;  the  Roll  was 
called  at  the  beginning  of  each  session  ;  Devotional  Exercises  followed 
this  in  the  morning:  Criticisms  on  the  exercises  were  read  by  members 
of  the  Institute,  and  a  "Query  Box"  was  kept,  the  contents  of  which 
were  examined  once  a  day. 

There  were  interesting  discussions  on  Self-Reporting,  School  Records, 
The  Prevention  of  Whispering,  and  The  Prevention  of  Irregularity  in 
Attendance.  Mr.  Morrison,  of  Quincy,  read  a  paper  against  School 
Records :  the  pa^er  was  published  by  request  of  the  Institute.  Presi- 
dent Edwards  delivered  a  lecture  on,  Scholarship  not  an  end  merely,  but 
also  a  means.  Dr.  Bateman,  Superintendent  of  Public  Instruction,  de- 
livered a  lecture  on  The  True  End  of  Education. 

On  Tuesday  and  Wednesday  of  the  first  week  of  the  term,  Dr.  Bate- 
man held  an  examination  for  State  Teachers'  Certificate.  The  class  ex- 
amined numbered  twenty-three!  and  almost  all  passed  successfully. 

A  sociable  was  well  attended  on  Friday  evening  of  the  first  week.  On 
Tuesday  evening  of  the  second  week,  the  Institute  visited,  upon  invita- 
tion, The  Soldiers'  Orphans'  Home.  On  the  next  evening,  a  "Reading" 
was  given  by  Pres.  Edwards  and  others. 

By  the  Committee  on  Resolutions,  Messrs,  Higby,  Walker  and  Neal, 
and  Misses  H.  Case  and  Hagar,  the  following  report  was  presented,  and 
it  was  adopted  by  the  Institute: 

1.  Resolved,  That  the  Teachers'  standard  should  be  elevated,  and  teach- 
ing made  a  profession ;  and  that  in  the  Teachers'  Institute  we  recognize 
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one  of  the  most  important  agents  for  the  accomplishment  of  these  pur- 
poses :  that  no  teacher  can  aiford  to  absent  himself  from  these  sessions; 
that  for  the  instruction  received  during  the  last  two  weeks,  we  are  better 
prepared  for  the  duties  devolving  upon  us;  that  we  have  a  better  under- 
standing, not  only,  of  what  to  teach,  but  how  to  teach  it;  that  we  shall 
return  to  our  school  rooms  with  a  higher  appreciation  of  our  work, 
ready,  willing  and  anxious  to  do  what  we  may  for  the  advancement  of 
education. 

2.  Resolved,  That  as  teachers  of  Illinois,  we  find  in  the  Normal  Uni- 
versity, a  school  thoroughly  adapted  to  promote  the  educational  interests 
of  the  State ;  in  its  Faculty,  an  educational  ability  commensurate  with 
the  cause,  a  devotion  to  the  interests  of  their  profession  worthy  of  imita- 
tion;  and  a  self  sacrificing  spirit,  in  devoting  their  vacation  and  labors 
at  other  times  to  the  interest  of  the  Institute  seldom  to  be  met ;  in  the 
Board  of  Education,  a  liberality  in  granting  us  the  free  use  of  their 
building   and  books,  deserving  our  gratitude.

Institute  met  at  9  a.  m.,  August  8th. 

In  the  absence  of  the  President  and  Vice-Presidents,  Secretary  Pills- 
bury  called  the  meeting  to  order. 

Owing  to  the  absence  of  President  Edwards,  in  Europe,  and  the  resig- 
nation of  Professor  Pillsbury,  E.  C  Hewett  was  elected  President,  and 
J.  W.  Cook,  Secretary.    Professor  McCormick  was  also  elected  Treasurer. 

On  each  day  the  chair  appointed  a  committee  of  three,  who  determined 
the  exercises  for  the  succeeding  day. 

The  exercises  were  conducted  chiefly  by  the  members  of  the  Normal 
Faculty,  but  valuable  aid  was  afforded  by  others  whose  names  appear  in 
the  accompanying  resolutions. 

Interesting  criticisms  of  the  previous  day's  work  were  given  each 
morning. 

Discussions  upon  "  Best  Methods  of  Promoting  Good  Attendance," 
"Ungraded  Pupils,"  "  School  Amusements,"  and  "  Incentives  to  Study," 
were  engaged  in  with  enthusiasm  by  various  members  of  the  Institute. 

Professor  Boltwood  and  Major  Powell,  each  delivered  an  evening 
lecture  ;  while  Dr.  Sewall  devoted  an  evening  to  a  series  of  entertaining 
and  instructive  chemical  experiments. 

Election  of  officers  for  1871,  resulted  in  the  choice  of  President 
Edwards,  for  President :  Professor  McCormick,  for  Secretary,  and  Mrs. 
Watts,  for  Treasurer. 

The  Committee  of  Resolutions  presented  the  following,  which,  after 
some  discussion,  were  adopted  : 

Whereas,  The  Illinois  Teachers'  Institute  has  proved  to  be  a  powerful 
agent  in  awakening  interest  and  enthusiasm  in  the  teacher's  profession, 
And  whereas,  united  and  successful  effort  on  our  part  is  essential  to  its 
success,  therefore —  f 

I.  Resolved,  That  we  will  do  all  in  our  power  to  secure  its  permanency 
and  increase  its  usefulness. 
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II.  Resolved,  That  in  the  State  Normal  University  we  recognize  an 
institution  which  is  carrying  out  the  grand  object  for  which  it  was 
founded,  viz  :  That  of  imparting  a  knowledge  of  the  bes;  methods  of 
instruction,  and  improving  the  common  schools  of  the  State. 

III.  Resolved,  That  our  warmest  thanks  are  due  and  are  gratefully 
tendered  to  those  persons  who  have  conducted  the  exercises  during  the 
Institute — to  Professor  Hewitt,  for  his  instructive  and  highly  interesting 
lectures  on  the  Theory  and  Practice  of  Teaching,  and  Geography — to 
Professor  Sewall,  for  his  valuable  lectures  on  Botany  and  Physiology, 
and  for  his  untiring  energy  and  devotion  to  the  Institute  during  its  entire 
session — to  Professor  Melcalf,  for  instruction  in  Mathematics — to  Pro- 
fessor Cook,  for  his  interesting  exercises  in  Reading  and  Phonics,  and  for 
valuable  and  efficient  service,  as  secretary,  during  the  entire  session — 
to  Professor  Gove,  for  his  instructive  and  interesting  lectures  on  Graded 
Schools,  and  for  his  uniform  courtesy  to  those  wishing  to  secure  situa- 
tions— to  Professor  Boltwood,  for  his  attractive  method  of  teaching  Eng- 
lish Grammar — to  Professor  Blodgett,  for  his  instructive  exercises  in 
Natural  History — to  Professor  McCormick,  for  instruction  in  Geography 
— to  Mrs.  Hayne,  for  instruction  in  Grammar — and  to  Professor  Vasey, 
for  instruction  in  Botany. 

Resolved,  That  we  extend  our  sincere  thanks  to  the  Executive 
Committees,  for  the  excellent  programmes  prepared  for  the  present  ses- 
sion ;  to  Professor  Boltwood  and  Major  Powell  for  their  instructive  and 
entertaining  evening  lectures;  to  Dr.  Sewall  for  his  highly  entertaining 
lecture,  and  experiments  in  Chemistry:  to  the  various  railroad  companies 
for  reduction  of  fare,  and  to  the  Board  of  Education  for  the  use  of  rooms 
and  libraries. 

V.  Resolved,  That  we  congratulate  our  State  Superintendent  on  his 
success  in  securing  such  liberal  provisions  in  the  New  Constitution  for 
the  cause  of  popular  education,  and  we  exceedingly  regret  the  ill-feeling 
manifested  towards  him  by  certain  members  of  the  late  convention.

Resolved,  That  while  we  deeply  feel  the  necessity  of  a  system  of 
Graded  Schools,  and  earnestly  recommend  their  continuance,  we  protest 
against  their  being  so  rigidly  enforced  as  to  injure,  or  in  any  great 
degree  retard,  the  intellectual  development  and  culture  of  any  of  our 
youth. 

VIII.  Resolved,  That  we  view  with  interest  and  sympathy  the  progress 
already  made  in  building  the  Southern   Illinois   Normal   University,  and 

earnestly  desire  its  early  and  successful  completion.

IX.  Resolved,  That  we  regard  it  the  duty  of  every  teacher  to  do  all  in 
his  power  in  supporting  the  educational  journals  of  the  State. 
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X.  Resolved,  That  permanency  of  employment  i-  a  consummation 
devoutly  to  be  desired,  and  we  hope  the  day  is  not  tar  distant  when  good 
teachers  will  not  be  compelled  to  be  mere  BOJonrners  ami  transient  mem- 
bers of  society,  but  permanent  citizens. 

XI.  Resolved,     That  though  we  exceedingly  regret  the  absence  of  Dr. 

Edwards,  we  heartily  commend  the  zeal  and  earnestness  of  the  remain- 
ing instructors  in  their  endeavors  to  make  his  absence  be  felt  as  little 
as  possible  by  the  members  of  the  Institute.

IH gWTOTB  OF  1871 


At  9  o'clock  a.  m.,  on  the  7th  of  August,  1871,  the  Institute  was  called 
to  order  by  the  President,  and,  after  devotional  services,  a  Committee 
of  Arrangements  was  appointed,  composed  of  the  following  gentlemen  and 
lady  :   The  President,  Messrs.  Grove  and  Higby,  and  Mrs.  Watts. 

The  exercises  were  for  the  most  part  conducted  by  members  of  the 
Normal  School  Faculty.  Some  valuable  assistance  was  given  by  teachers 
from  abroad. 

Two  sessions  were  held  each  day,  Saturday  excepted. 

The  last  hour  of  each  afternoon  session  was  devoted  to  the  discussion 
of  the  proposed  School  Law  of  this  State,  a  law  which,  in  the  opinion  of 
a  majority  of  the  Institute,  should  not  be  passed  as  it  is. 

Lectures  were  delivered  by  President  Edwards,  Dr.  Sewall  and  Prof. 
Metcalf. 

Before  adjournment  on  Friday,  Aug.  18,  the  following  resolution  was 
adopted : 

Resolved,  That  we  hold  a  session  of  the  Institute  next  year,  and  that  a 
committee  of  five  be  appointed  by  the  chair,  to  arrange  plans  for  carry- 
ing it  on,  arranging  its  exercises,  and  naming  by  whom  they  shall  be 
conducted.

HISTORY  AND  CONSTITUTION. 


During  the  earlier  part  of  the  year  1  iS* >;3 .  it  was  suggested  to  President 

Edwards,  of  the  State  Normal  University,  t li .it  it  would  be  an  exoellenl 
thing  for  the  Teachers,  and  for  the  cause  of  Education  in  the  State,  to 
hold  a  Teachers'  Institute  at  the  University,  beginning  in  September, 
and  continuing  as  long  as  should  be  thought  expedient.  In  accordance 
with  this  suggestion,  a  circular  was  issued,  inviting  all  who  could  to 
meet  September  14th^  for  the  purpose  chiefly  of  "  thorough  drill  in  the 
Philosophy  and  Methods  of  Teaching  the  common  branches  of  study." 
About  fifteen  teachers  assembled  under  this  call,  and  an  Institute  of 
nearly  four  weeks  was  held. 

At  the  Tenth  Annual  Meeting  of  the  Illinois  State  Teacher's  Associa- 
tion, resolutions  were  passed  in  favor  of  an  Institute  at  the  Normal 
University  during  the  month  of  August,  and  President  Edwards  issued. 
May  1st,  a  circular,  stating  that  Buch  an  Institute  would  be  held,  pro- 
vided seventy-five  teachers  would  pledge  themselves  to  attend.  More 
than  the  requisite  number  of  names  having  been  obtained,  the  Institute 
was  advertised  to  meet  August  1st,  1864. 

One  hundred  and  twenty-seven  teachers  became  members. 

The  following  Constitution  was  adopted,  and  under  it  a  permanent 
organization  was  effected. 

The  next  session  of  the  Institute  was  held  for  four  weeks,  beginning 
Aug.  5,  1867;  there  were  two  hundred  and  fifty-five  members. 

The  Institute  met  for  two  weeks  in  August,  1808.  There  were  two 
hundred  and  forty-eight  members. 

The  session  of  August,  1869,  was  of  like  duration,  with  two  hundred 
and  ninety-one  members. 


CONSTITUTION. 

Article  1.     This  Association  shall  be  known  as  The  Illinois  Teach- 
ers' Institute. 

Art.  2.     The  object  of  the  Institute  shall  be  the  improvement  of  its 
members  in  the  Science  and  Art  of  Teaching. 
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Art.  3.  All  School  Officers,  Teachers,  and  those  proposing  to  teach, 
who  are  in  good  standing,  shall  be  entitled  to  membership. 

Art.  4.  Tne  officers  shall  consist  of  a  President,  one  Vice-President 
for  each  Congressional  District  in  the  State,  a  Secretary,  an  Assistant 
Secretary,  and  a  Treasurer,  who  shall  hold  their  offices  for  one  year,  or 
until  their  successors  shall  be  elected  ;  and  these  officers,  together  with 
the  State  Superintendent  of  Public  Instruction,  shall  constitute  an  Exec- 
utive Committee. 

Art.  5.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  President  to  preside  over  the  meet- 
ings of  the  Institute,  and  to  call  meetings  of  the  same  at  the  request  of 
the  Executive  Committee. 

Art.  6.  In  the  absence  of  the  President,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the 
senior  Vice-President  in  attendance  to  preside. 

Art.  7.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Secretary  to  keep  a  record  of  the 
proceedings  of  the  Institute.  / 

Art.  8.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Treasurer  to  receive  and  disburse 
all  funds,  under  the  direetion  of  the  Executive  Committee. 

Art.  9,  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Executive  Committee  to  determine 
the  time  of  holding  the  sessions  of  the  Institute,  and  to  make  all  necessary 
arrangements  for  conducting. them.  f\"     v 

Art.  10.  The  sessions  of  the  Institute  shall  be  held  at  the  Normal 
University. 

Art.  11.  The  Constitution  may  be  altered  or  amended  at  any  regular 
session,  by  a  majority  vote. 
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
